though smiling first, was mournful later, for Jersey
City gave her a taste of the same beating that
Brooklyn had been forced to endure.
And Jersey City showed an unbroken string of

victories when the fray was over.

ATHLETIC ME* TO THE FBOXT,
Hundreds of enthusiasts crowded the Academy

alleys, at Nos. 116 and 118 East Fourteenth street,
when the teams of the Manhattan Athletic Club, of
Now York, and the Monroe Bowling Club, of Brooklyn,faced each other for the opening contest of
the evening. Enthusiasm ran high and the ex.
oitement was intense. Speculation was brisk,
and though the supporters of the "cuerry
diamond" bowlers backed their favorites

JERSEY CITY TO THE FRONT.

The Monroes had but a short breathing spell and
but little time to recover from the crushing effects
of their initial defeat when they ^ere summoned
to meet another opponent, the strong Palma club,
of Jersey City.
There's no time lost in a bowling alleyl You've

got to hustle if you want to make a good showing.
There's no chance for you to stop and get your
breath. And so the Monroes found out. Just as
the Manhattans had used them, so did the Palmas
lead them to a bowling slaughter.
Each side started off with a "strike," thus nearl y

presaging an interesting contest. But such
work was too good to continue long,
and the end of the first irame found
the Palmas with only 73 pins to their
credit, with the Monroes only five behind. In
tho next frame the Brooklynitcs jumped ahead,
while the end nf the third rnnmi fnnnd Vinfrti

on absolutely even terms, with 225 pins each.

The mother of the young wife told the story of

the shooting, and was deeply affected while narratingthe details. She was the only eyewitness to
the murder. Several other witnesses testified, and
the trial will be resumed to-day.

SIMMONS AGAIN ON TRIAL.

UNCONFIRMED RUMOR THAT MR. PELL, OF SING

SING PRISON, HAS MADE A CONFESSION.
James A. Simmons' trial on a charge of wreoking

the Sixth National Bank was again begun before
Judge Benedict in the United States Circuit Court
yesterday.
Ex-Assistant United States District Attorney

Abram J. Bose, who is engaged in assisting District
Attorney Edward Mitchell in the prosecution of
the case, opened for the government and told the
manner in which Simmons and his associates got
possession of the bank.
Ex-President Charles H. Leland, of the Sixth

National Bank, was the first witness. He told, how
he had sold 1,031^ shares of the bank stock to
George H. Pell for Simmons, and now General Peter
J. Claassen was elected president after he had resigned.He turned all the securities of the bank
over to Claassen and gave him the key to the safe
deposit box in the Park Bank vault. The case was
aaj ourned until to-day.
There was a rumor about the Federal Building

that George H. Pell, now in Sing Sing Prison, had
made a confession exonerating Simmons from any
share in the bank wrecking operations. Simmons'
lawyers said that they knew nothing of any such
confession. Simmons paid a visit to Pell some few
weeks ago to find out what he had done with certainmissing securities received from Claassen and
that was probably the foundation of the rumor
that he had made a confession.
Lawyers Charles A. Hess and John J. Joyce appliedto Judge Wallace for a writ of habeas "corpus

and he reserved bis decision until to-day. The
granting or denial of it will not stop the case, it is
said.

GOLDSCHMIDT'S SLAYER ARRAIGNED.

Coroner Hanly yesterday began an inquest in
the case of Morris Goldschmidt, who was shot and
killed several days since in the cafe of Charles
Koenigsberger by William Langeheine, a waiter,
at the command of his employer, as has been told
in Jthe Herald.
Lawyer William F. Howe appeared for the prisoners,the people being represented by Assistant

District Attorney Lynn and Emanuel Friend, who
has been retaine d by Goldschmidt's relatives to
prosecute the case.
No new facts were developed at yesterday's hearing,the witnesses who were examined merely repeatingwhat has already been published in regard

to the matter.
Lawyer Howe raised many technical objections

during the hearing, which involved both Coroner
Hanly and all the counsel in a mess of legal difficulties.The case was finally adjourned until tomorrowat half-past ten o'clock.
